The new seal was engraved by J. W. 
Kreeger, and he was present at the 
ceremony. The work was given to 
Maier & Berkele, that firm making the 
lowest and best bid, and Mr. Kreeger 
is the firm’s engraver. The amount of 
the bid was $97.50, which barely covy- 
ered the actual expense, but Maier & 
Berkele and Engraver Whreeger are 
loyal Georgians, and did the work 
more for patriotism than gain. 

The “great seal” is composed of two 
silver disks, on one of which is en- 
graved the state’s coat of arms, and 
on the other a group showing Georgia's 
agriculture, commerce and industry by 
a plowman, a tier of cotton bales, a 
steamboat and a flowering tree. The 
engraving is said to be a work of art, 
and reflects great credit on Maier4é%
